” meeting, approximately 600 
officers and executive 
board members of the 
Michigan U. A. W., a power 
in the CIO, expressed “keen 
disappointment and disap- 
proval” of Lewis’ action 
while promising President 
Roosevelt “enthusiastic 
support.” Boos arose when 


an official defended Lewis. 

(Three officials of the union 
will meet President Roosevelt 
in New York tomorrow to 
urge him to carry his cam- 
paign for re-election into 
Michigan, the union said to- 
night, according to the United 
Press.)

Time Has Come for Greelie To Battle

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, Monday, Oct. 
28.— Italian minister Rosetti declared today 
that a state of war exists between Italy and 
Greece and fighting started at 6 a. m. (10 p. 
m. Atlanta time.) 

The Greek minister said he learned in a 
telephone conversation with Athens that 
Italian troops pushed across the border from 
Albania just as a 6 a. m. Italian ultimtum 
expired. 

King George II announced Greece had 
been “compelled to go to war against an 
Italy coveting Greece’s independence.”

ATHENS, Monday, Oct. 28.—Greece 
early today rejected an unconditional sur- 
render ultimatum by Italy and ordered gen- 
eral mobilization, determined to fight to de- 
fend her territory. 

Athens had an air raid alarm at 7 a. m.— 
one hour after the Italian ultimatum expired. 

(Whether this indicated an attack or 
merely a test alerte was not immediately 
known. )

to the Greek people said: 

“The time has come for all Greeks to fight 
to the death for all they hold dear.”

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Mexico Lifts 
Her Embargo 
Against Japan 
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Claims Ban Threatened 


To Upset the Economy 
of Nation. 


MEXICO CITY, Oct. 27—(P)— 


Highly placed government and 
diplomatic officials reported to- 
hight that President Cardenas’ 


administration had decided to lift 


the short-lived unofficial embargo 


on exports destined for Japan be- 
cause the ban threatened to upset 
the nation’s economy at this time. 

Suspension of the embargo on 
War materials and foodstuffs 
which secret agents from the fed- 
eral attorney general’s office en- 
forced last week was scheduled to 
take effect tomorrow. 

The principal fear of the sources 
disclosing this decision was that 
it would be misunderstood in the 
United States. 

Gesture of Friendship. 

_ Mexico originally placed restriec- 
tions on shipments to Japan as a 
gesture of solidarity with the 
United States because of Japan- 
ese-American tension in the Pa- 
cific, and one government spokes- 
man emphasized: 

“The end of these restrictions 
does not imply any change in 
Mexico’s foreign policy of friend- 
ship and collaboration with the 
United States. 

“Should the international situ- 
ation make it necessary, I am con- 
fident that Mexico would co-op- 
erate with the United States and 
the other American republics by 
officially proclaiming such an 
embargo against Japan.”

Theodore Roosevelt, twenty-sixth President 
of the United States, would celebrate his 
82nd birthday this week, were he alive. That 
birthday date, October 28, is being honored in 
all parts of the country by men and women 
who revere the memory of a man who was, 
first * foremost, a passionate lover of his 
country and all for which it stands, and a 
great American. 

It would be well if modern day Americans 
remembered and seriously considered at this 
time some of the great truths Theodore Roose- 
velt enunciated in his lifetime. Therefore this 
editorial is compiled of quotations from the 
speeches and the writings of Theodore Roose- 
velt. 

“The United States of America has not the 
option as to whether it will or will not play 
@ great part in the world. It must play a great 
part. All that it can decide is whether it will 
play that part well or badly. And it can play 
it badly if it adopts the role either of the 
coward or of the bully. Nor will it help it in 
the end to avoid either part if it play the 
other. It must avoid both... .” 

“Our nation was founded to perpetuate 
democratic princip These principles are 
that éach man is toWe treated on his worth 
as a man without ard to the land from 
which his forefathers ame and without re- 
gard to the creed which he professes. If the 
United States proves false to these principles 
of civil and religious liberty, it will have in- 
flicted the greatest blow on the system of free 
popular government that has ever been in- 
cicted... .” 

“Justice consists not in being neutral be- 
tween right and wrong, but in finding out the 
right and upholding it, wherever found, against 
the wrong... .” 7 

“There is just one way in which to meet 
the upholders of the doctrine that might makes 
right. To do so we must prove that right will 
make might, by backing right with might... .” 

“Unjust war is to be abhorred; but woe to

Roosevelt and Defense 
The Republican party and Wendell Willkie 


have been leveling for the past month an 4t- 
tack against the visits of President Roosevelt 
to defense plants. At the same time, Willkie 
has been complaining that the President can- 
not obtain maximum production from the na- 
tion’s plant facilities. 

Two questions arise. The first: What would 
the Republicans and Wendell Willkie have said 
had the President taken to the hustings, as 
he had a perfect right to do, instead of in- 
specting progress of defense? The second: 
What has been the production result in the 
factories after the visits of the President? 

The answer to the first is obvious. The 
howl would have resounded across the nation. 
*‘The President,” it would have run, “at this 


critical hour should be in Washington where 


he belongs to see that the country gets into 
production, that American rights are safe- 
guarded. He is paid to do that. It is his duty. 
Met! here we have the spectacle of a President 
of the United States tramping the country 
seeking votes in the darkest hour the world 
has known, an hour fraught with the gravest 
possibilities for our beloved country.” It would 
have been a natural for the G. O. P. bigwigs.

Not Doing So Badly 


In all the welter of information and mis- 
information about the defense preparations of 
the United States it is interesting to compare 
conditions as they exist today with those of 
1917 after the declaration of war. By that 
Standard the present program stands out in 
new and shining light. 

Five months after the declaration of wdr 
this country had only 551,000 men in uniform 
and only 35,000 had been sent to the continent 
on which the future of this country was even 
then being decided. There were almost no blue- 
prints of the organization that had to be 
constructed to wage war. It was four months 
before the National Guard was ordered into 
service and even then not one of the training 
camps it was to use had been finished. It took 
almost a year to get four National Guard di- 
visions of the 17 to France. Two divisions did 
not reach France until 18 months had passed. 
Only 11 of the 17 saw front line service. 

_ Those that did arrive in France, both regu- 
lar Army and National Guard (hardly recog- 
nizable as such then), chiefly were equipped 
by the British and the French. Only 130 
American-made artillery pieces were used by 
American troops out of 2,250 in service. Only 
667 American planes arrived in time for use. . 

The Navy record is scarcely better. The 
first contribution of this country to sea opera- 
tions in the war zone consisted of six destroy- 
ers! And a majority of the so-called World 
War destroyers, such as those already sent to 
the British Isles in this war, never saw active 
service overseas. It was nine months before 
the fleet could be termed ready for operations 
on the necessary scale. By November, 1918, 
the United States fleet in service overseas con- 
sisted of eight battleships, five cruisers, five 
gunboats, 68 destroyers, nine submarines, 26 
converted yachts, 120 subchasers and small 
and large auxiliary ships. 

Even though much of the potential strength 
of the United States today is “on order,” it is 
patent that in 1917, after the declaration of 
war, the necessary materials were not even 
“on order.” And manpower—enough manpower 
—was more than a year off. 

Today, there are about as many men under 
arms as there were five months after the out- 
break of war in 1917, and within a month the 
first of the draftees will be en route to recep- 
tion centers. In 1917 it was more than three 
months after registration day that draftees 
first began arriving at camps, which were not 
completed in any sense of the word. This 
time they'll be ready for the draftees entering 
service a full two months ahead of the World 
War timetable. 

The defense program may not be as far 
ahead as might be wished, but this comparison 
definitely proves it has been put into effect 
with an efficiency unparalleled in American 
history.

“That eminent authority on national virtue, 
‘Boss’ Flynn, of the Bronx, currently serving as 
chairman of the Democratic national committee, 
makes his charge of dictatorship against the 
American press because he knows that the press 
is so free from dictatorship that it will give his 
charges plenty of publicity,” says the PORT-

not directed on editorial opinion .. . but on 
news exposition,’ the DALLAS MORNING NEWS 
points out. “He charged that anti-Roosevelt pa- 
pers print more Willkie news than Roosevelt. 
Now no newspaper worth the name can afford 
to be partisan in news presentation. A few are. 
With most, however, the news is in the hands of 
hard-working technical men who are very little 
concerned about politics at all.” 

“Perhaps we should not be too hard on the 
Boss,” says the DESERT NEWS, of Salt Lake 
City, adding: “Nothing so angers a man as to 
be confronted with a job he cannot master. A 
sense of his own futility exasperates him. Ex- 
asperation provokes to spoiled boy tantrums.

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LEARNING HOW WE STAND WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.— 


, A comprehensive system of 
progress reports.on the defense program has at last beén instituted. 
Until recently, neither the Secretary of War, nor the Secretary of 
the Navy, nor the President himself, could obtain the necessary data 
for a clear, complete picture of the state of the national defense. 
Now, however, the Army and Navy statistical services are being 
expanded, the budget bureau is to co-ordinate their work, and the 
necessary facts will be collected, correlated and tabulated in 
understandable form. 

Obviously, this is a case of better late than never. Yet the failure 
to institute such a system of progress reports long ago is the best 
possible proof of the too-evident fact that we are still merely “re- 
arming in our spare time.” The incidents leading up to the remedy- 
ing of this big omission are startlingly illuminating. 


HODGEPODGE [Information on the state of the national defense 

has, of course, always been available, but only 
in piecemeal, unorganized form. Army and Navy reports have 
been prepared on different bases, with different time factors, and 
even with different terminology, so that putting them all together 
has only produced an incomprehensible hodgepodge. 

Occasionally, information has seemed to be simply unobtainable, 
as when the Defense Commission asked the Army to summarize 
the quantities of raw materials needed for the defense program, 
and received a bewildering succession of contradictory sets of 
figures. At other times, information has been collected, but not 
transmitted to all the proper authorities. For example, at a recent 
defense council meeting, the President produced a fairly complete 
progress report on the Navy’s ship-building program, in proof of 
his contention that the program needed speeding up. Secretary of 
the Navy Frank Knox examined the document in some amazement, 
for no copy of it had ever been sent to his office. he 

This state of affairs, which would have been ludicrous if it had 
not been so serious in its implications, naturally began to disturb 
the President some time ago. During the summer, he complained 
repeatedly to both Army ahd Navy officials that he was not getting 
the kind of defense data he/needed. Nothing material happened, 
however, until the President finally asked his special assistant, 
Lauchlin Currie, to tackle the problem for him. Currie promptly 
consulted Budget Director Harold Smith, who reminded him that 
the Budget Bureau was charged with obtaining just the information 
the President desired. The President himself, in an 1939 executive 
order he had forgotten in the interval, made the bureau responsible 
for reports on government “work proposed, work actually initiated 
and work completed.” 

Smith accordingly got in touch with the Army and Navy sta- 
tistical services. These were manned by able and hard-working 
officers, but by officers on tour of duty only. Their work had suf- 
fered from lack of continuity, as well as from the elaborate red 
tape that clutters both defense departments. Both Secretary Knox 
and Undersecretary of the Navy James Forrestal, the Secretary of 
War Stimson and Assistant Secretary Robert Patterson were already 
determined that the statistical services should be strengthened. A 
new plan was prepared—the plan that is now being put into effect. 

Under the new plan, data from all the

sind tl The new statistical services are attached to the secretaries 
offices, and are charged with preliminary digestion of the data. 
When they complete their work, the results are to go to the Budget 
Bureau, where simple, well-organized tables and reports are to be 
prepared, giving a bird’s-eye view of the progress of the entire de- 
fense program in a brief space. And at each month’s end the tables 
and reports are to be brought up to date. 

The reports will relate to every phase of defense work. In the 
case of, aviation, for instance, the reports will list all types of 
planes authorized for construction, show. how many are on hand 
and how many on order, and note when delivery is promised on 
the types on order. Munitions, ordnance, ships, ships stores, unl- 
forms, medical supplies and all the other material of national de- 
fense will be treated in the same way. Finally, personnel will also 
be covered, so that it will be possible to tell how many trained men 
the Army and Navy have, how many they will have in six months,

A VERY PRESENT NEED Rarely has the political world seen 


such a cold-blooded marriage of 
convenience as that of Mr. Willkie and Mr. John L. Lewis. 

It’s strategy, not at once apparent because Mr. Lewis is anathe- 
ema to most of Mr. Willkie’s supporters, now has become clear. 
It was a bold and realistic move.

‘AN IMPERTURBABLE WAY’ I have read Mr. Phelps “Au 
bye. tobiography With Letters.% 
It is said of him that he has “an imperturbable way.” I judge so 
from his book. Certain of the Yale men in our town have said so. 
We can do with more philosophy and more books and more songs as 
one half the world seeks to destroy the other and the other half 
seeks to prepare enough to resist. 

Mr. Phelps’ long life and experiences make up a sort of philoso- 
phy which seems to say that if man keeps on trying and being 
honest with himself he will work out a satisfactory sort of life 
which gives him a certain happiness. 
= I rather liked his test of whether or not a man is “very much 
alive.” 

“A very simple test,” he wrote, “that one can apply to one’s 
self to discover a range of interest is to take up the daily news- 
paper and see if there is something on every page of interest: fore 
eign news, local news, athletics, the theater, music, books, stock 
exchange, etc., and if there is something on every page that in- 
terests a man he is very much alive.... 

“For a shallow optimism I have no respect whatever. But if 
optimism means one believes that in the long run truth will sur- 
vive error and good will triumph over evil, and that life is an exe 
perience for which one is grateful, then I am most certainly an 
optimist.” 

I can do with a little. And so tonight, as we sit there listening, 
the Willkie men and the Roosevelt men, each hoping, I trust that 
Dr. Phelps will give us some poetry and something of books and 
of Shakespeare and sooth us so that, not for at least an hour after- 
wards, will we begin to feel the old fears and fret with the old 
worries and the world about us.

I hope no one will tell him that Atlanta’s symphony orchestra 
was allowed to die because there was no one to support it; that 
Roland Hayes can come to town to sing and attract half the au- 
dience he, one of the world’s greatest artists, should have; that our 
schools are in a condition which is sending the better teachers out 
of the state or making them want to go; that we patronize art but 
little, if at all. 

Well, if will be good to hear him. I hope that many persons 
will. It will be awkward if a half-filled house hears one of the na- 
tion’s greatest teachers. I have an idea one will be the better for 
hearing him just as one is better for hearing any true artist sing, 
or talk or for seeing what a true artist has created.

One of Aesop’s fables, remembered from childhood, concerns 
a man who walked abroad on a winter morning and came upon a 
viper numbed by cold. Moved by compassion, he picked it up 
and placed it in his bosom to warm it, and when it had come back 
to life, it lifted its head and struck him. 

Our policy in dealing with Japan has been immoral and dan- 
gerous. We have fed and strengthened an avowed enemy. Proe- 
fessing friendship for the Chinese, we have given Japan the weap- 
ons to slaughter them. We have openly co-operated with the Japs 
in their effort to drive white men from the Orient, and our only 
reward has been shame and humiliation and insult. 

And now that we have learned wisdom the hard way, we are 
in danger of hurting ourselves even more by going too far in the 
other direction. 

We have no present reason to make war on Japan. 
the Japs have done, from the invasion of Manchuria 
sion of Indo-China, is a part of the same campaign. 
dured all other parts, including the sinking of the 
should we regard the last part as a cause for war? 

That we should undo the wrong we have done is obvious. but 
we can do that simply by quitting it. We should stop co-operating 
with the Japs and do nothing more to keep them strong. 

But that doesn’t mean we should serve Hitler and tie our hands 
by starting a war in the Pacific. 

For the sake of our pride and dignity, and as an evidence of 
Our good sense, we should calmly and deliberately do what is 
necessary to insure our safety—and do it without regard for what 
the Japs or anybody else may say about it. We should get new 
bases wherever the navy thinks them necessary. Do the Japs con- 
sult us before building defenses? 

If war must come, let Japan start it. Her power is a myth, and 
we have nothing to fear; but she can keep our navy in the Pa- 
cific, and interfere with our efforts to help England, and we can’t

Mrs. Mae Pette, of 226 Ninth 
street, filed an atrocious assault 
and battery complaint with police 
against the teacher and then in a 
statement lodged with Boratto ac- 
cused the teacher of inflicting a 
slight cut on the bottom of the 
tongue of her son, Richard, 6, in 
a classroom Friday. 

The teacher was released on her 


lice to await a hearing before 
Judge Leland F. Ferry in Bergen 
county district court in Hacken- 
sack. Fairview Police Sergeant 
George Sedore said Mrs. Pette’s 
complaint set forth that the teach- 
er used scissors in injuring the 
child.
